PiiTis, Nov. I'll. -In tlie <:liambrr or 
deputise Thursday, M. Coctaery, the 
acting pretident ot that (tody, an- 
BOiincod that M. Denyi Cochin, ( n- 
gervaftvp, if scntlng a district o/ the 
Seine, preseatea an interpellation as lo 
the intentions of the covernment n*- 
garding arbitration for the Boer^.. 
The minister of for»'lgn affairs, M. 1). i- 
casse, protested that there waa no use 
in opening a debate on this subjeci, a:^ 
Is foreign policy'' especially aucb dis- 
cossion* were uulesi and o'ten daa- 
gerous. 

At M. Cochery'B reqiirst M. Dcnys 
Cochin withdrew his interpellaii ii 
and proposed the following motion: 
"The chamber of deputies on the occa- 
sion of llie arrival of the prfbi lcnt of 
the Transvaal in France, is happy ti) 
addreaa to him a sincere expression o. 
Its respectful sympathy." 

M. Cochery announced that he had 
rccelveil another motion from M. F.-nr- 
nlere, Socialist, representing one of tlic 
Aisne divislonR, couched in the follow- 
iBg terms: "The I'hamber of deputies, 
while pxpressing sympathy for the 
Knglish (lenioi racy, (hire the iPa:lins 
«t the motion waa interrupted by loud 
proteatif, btit M. Cochery concluded) 
Beads Its greeting to President Krii?;'^r. 
Continuing. M. Cochery begged llio 
chamber to refrain from demonstra- 
tions, which, he said, could be bad'y 
interpreted. He also asked that a vote 
be talven without any discussion. The 
motion of M. Denys Cochin was adopt- 
ed unanimously and the 5o9 voter. i 
cheered when the result was annouuc- 
ed. M. Tourniere, after declcrlng that 
democracies of all countries were an- 
imated by the same paelflc sentiments. 
.Withilrew his own nioliun. 

Mr. Kruger passed the day rcceiriug 
ft number of deputations, including 
delegation? from the chamber of depu- 
ties who, after the vote In the cham- 
ber Immediately procef>ded to the Ho- 
tel Schribe and communicated to him. 
Mr. Kruger, who waa much touched, 
warmly shook hands with them.

BrItUh Soldiers and Boers Within 
lt«*v«»lvHr Kuiix**. 

Cape Town. Nov. 29.— Oeiieral Knox, 
by a rapid march of 26 miiea, aucceen- 
•d in getting in front of General ue- 
wet, placing nlmself between ine Boers 
and the Oiange river. Dewet is be- 
lieved to bf guing westward to join 
ilertz.'j ul Boomplaatze. Colonil 
Filcber had a stnart pKlrmish Tub.>aay. 
Not. 27 with part of Oeneral Dewec .s 
coiimiand whiili was* conveying looi 
capuircJ at DewotsJorp. The bofi'tt 
retreated, abandoning a portion o; tiic 
loot a large number of horses. Forni>>i 
President Bteyn and General Dewoi 
were In <do.Kt' proxiiriity to the sceuc oi 
fighting but eluded the liritisb. 

ThelJoers were so lenacious that Col 
onel Pitcher's men aclualiy reached a 
position wldiin SO yards of thett where 
revolver shots wore exchanged. Tlie 
Boers shtdled the British with I'.'i- 
pounders cai)tured at DewetsJorp. i:..- 
Presldent 8teyn and General Dswti, 
who were breakfasting at a farm near 
by, rode off to the westward, leaving 
the front dear. Thi^ British cadualties 
were one man killed and Six wounded. 
Several Boers who had been wounded 
were found by the British. 

Stpyn antf Dewet have since sup- 
posed to be en<:amped to the we-stward. 
between Helvetia and the raiho.ul. l>ut 
the command appears to have broken 
up into three bodies. District Com- 
missioner Boyle of Dowetsdorp re- 
mains in the custody of the burghers. 
Many farmers In the dlatrlot have 
Joined General Dewet. 

Iteportii From ItobertA. 
Loudon, .Nov. 29. —In conucLlioii 
With the movements of General Knox 
reported from Cape Town, Lwrd Rob- 
erts in a message from Johannesburg, 
dated Nov. 28, says Oeneral Knox re- 
occupied Dewetsdorp Nov. 26. The 
Boers, he adds, attacked the place Nov. 
SI and the town surrendered Nor. 2l.> 
General KU 'X, at last aicounts, was 
pursuing the federal commando. I^ord 
Roberts also reports that various ( oi- 
um'na found the Boers holding strong 
poaitions in the vicinity of Har- 
liaroith and Fhilipolts, btth in the 
Orange Kiver culony and other widely 
teparatad points.

That's What John U. Bockefeller's Wraltb 
is Placed at— BaeraMt laeeae 
aa4 Still He Waits Men. 



New Yobk, Novem'uer 24.— An otl'er of 
$R00 a share for 500 bhares of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company stock waa made to 
Alexander McDonald, of Cincinnati, last 
night and by hfm refused. Tf it is trne, 
as the best infi)rme(! financiers i)elieve, 
that John D. liuckefeller owns one-third 
of the capital atock of the company, Mr. 
Rockefeller's holdings, on the basis of 
the new oti'er, would be worth |240,000,- 
000. 

Mr. McDonald was talking with Con- 
gressman Jefferson M. Levy in the 
Waldorf-Astoria when the latter turned 
to Mr. .McDonald and said: 

' I'll give you 1800 a ahare for .'>00 
shares of Standard Oil, the shares to 
be delivured on January 1 nest." 

Mr. McDonald looked at the bidder 
and laughed and turned (he offer aside 
as a joke. Mr. Levy inaiated to-day (hat 
his offer was made in earnest. 

"I cons dered the whole thing in the 
nature of a jest," Mr. McDonald aaid 
this afternoon, and then be laughed. 
"J» derson M. Levy and I were talking to- 
gether wlien he made the ofler. Mr. 
Levy aaid he would give $800 a share for 
500 shares of (he stock, (o be delivered 
on January 1, 1901. But I did not take 
the offer seriously." 

The capital stock of the Standard Oil 
is 1100,000,000, of which 130,000,000 ia 
reported to be held by John D. Rocke- 
feller. Mr. McDonald for years has been 
a buyer, but never a seller of stock. On 
the curb market to-day 7^0 waa bid ami 
735 asked. The stock sold as high as 
741 a ahare one day thia week, leu 10 
per cent, dividend, which would make 
the price etjual tu $741 a share. 

Assuming that Mr. Rockefeller's hold- 
ings are $240,000,000 bis income from an- 
nual dividends at that figure would be 
$13i),200,000, as the Standard Oil divi- 
dends during the laat year were at the 
rate of 5S per cent.
